THe announcement of capitulation of Paris has given 
to Europe a sense of relief: not of complete ease, 


but of that first sensation which follows the removal 
of a great weight before the limbs have had time to 
recover from the strain that has been laid upon them. 
However we may regard it, the present armistice, 
leading, as it must, to the end of the war, is only just 


in time to let Paris breathe back into life. "Phe:

. conquests after Sedan. With Prussia obliterated 

from Germany by national absorption; with Em- 
peror William but a name in the history of 
Junkerism ; with the dream of unity still uncom- 
pleted, and not likely to be fulfilled because of the 
evil traditions bequeathed to the Government by the 
rule of Von Bismarck, another generation will be 
less likely to nurse resentment. The Bonapartes will 
be out of France; who will be in power not even the 
political seer can venture to declare; but France, 
shorn of two provinces, with its national debt of eight 
millions to repay, with its new armies only organised 
for protection and not for aggression, and with its 
navy only restored to a fair number of ironclads, may 
yet offer a noble spectacle to the world as a nation 
purified and exalted through adversity. 

That adversity is not yet at an end. Now that 
Paris has capitulated in the name of France, there 
wili be an awful week of hunger and sickness and 
baffled rage, and the wild realisation of all 
that the wicked war has cost her. There will 
be sickly waiting for provisions and the half 
collapse of exhaustion when the fierce excite- 
ment is over. Troop after troop, the famish- 
ing, weary, desperate army will go out and lay down 
their arms. Troop after troop, the ragged, starved 
legions which have gone to the unequal struggle will 


be recalled from the places where they have en-

MEETINGS OF THE UNEMPLOYED 

are useless unless those who compose them will recog- 
nise the true causes of the failure of such industries as 
wereoncerepresented in certain parts of the metropolis. 
There is now a society which is making earnest, and 
we believe useful, efforts to find some casual occupa- 
tion for those who are in want of food and can find 
no work by which they may earn their daily meal 
and their nightly shelter. Its sphere is necessarily 


limited, and it can only promote the employment of 


its members by asking advertisers to make them the 
mediums of displaying their announcements either as 
board-carriers or bill-posters. ‘The Boardmen’s 
and General Advertising Co-operative Society" has 
its temporary offices at 6, Rose-street, Crown-court, 
Soho, and the treasurer is Mr. Alsager Hay 
Hill, whose office is at 150, Strand. Each mem- 
ber of this association pays twopence entrance- 
fee and a penny a week subscription; and 
doubtless many have already obtained occasional 
employment. Of such efforts we would speak with 
the utmost respect; and as temporary aids they are 


to some extent valuable; but the real remedy for the 


want of work, the poverty and the misery in this 
great metropolis, lies deeper than any such insti- 
tution can reach. Last week we had to make some 


observations about the poor laws and the reformation’ 


which must be accomplished in relation to outdoor 
relief, for the prevention of chronic pauperism by 
temporary aid. It may be doubted whether the 
poor law alone, as it is now constituted, could ever 
really effect more than a partial alleviation of the 
misery that London exhibits where large numbers of 
the poor herd together in one neighbourhood, and 
have drifted out of any regular trade or handicraft 
into a merely casual way of “ getting a job," and so 
living from hand to mouth, with very little in either.
